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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-8 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses an unheated 
planar sensor element for determining a concentration of a gas component in a gas 
mixture, comprising a second sensor foil covering an underside of a reference-gas 
channel; a second inner electrode situated on an inner side of the second sensor foil, 
the second inner electrode being situated inside the reference-gas channel; and a 
second outer electrode situated on an outer side of the second sensor foil, and in the 
combination as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Fukaya et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6, 222, 372) discloses a gas sensor structure 
having measuring and reference electrodes; reference gas chamber and a solid 
electrolyte body.
